1 . Acknowledgement is made of applicant's amendment filed on January 19, 2006, The

3 . Claims 1 - 1 4 are allowable. 

4. Claims 1 and 10 are allowable because, prior art of record taken alone or in combination, 
fails to disclose or render obvious a sensor system for a conductive coating delivery system, 
comprising, a sensor element responsive to a magnetically acting transmitter element in a portion 
of said conductive coating delivery system subject to high voltage, in combination with the rest 
of the limitations of claims 1 and 10 respectively. 

5. Claims 2-9 and 1 1-14 are allowable because they are dependent on independent claims 1 
or 10, or an intermediate claim, and they include all the allowable limitations of the parent 
claim(s).
